Business session and organization of Conference at 10 A. M. The Council of the 
American Historical Association has left it to the Conference how it shall organize itself. 
Dr. B. F. Shambaugh of Iowa, will report from the Committee on Officers and Com- 
mittees; Dr. S. J. Buck of Minnesota on Financial Contributions and Voting Powers; 
Mr. Frank H. Severance of Buffalo on Nominations. 


Papers at 10.45. 1. “Relations of hereditary patriotic societies and historical 
societies with especial reference to publication.” Judge Barratt. Discussion by Prof. 


Wm. Libbey, Dr. W. C. Ford, Dr. J. W. Jordan, Gov. B. L. Prince and others who

2. “Collection of local war material by historical societies.” This refers to the 
local and ephemeral, not archival material. Discussion by Dr. Buck, Minn., R. D. W. 
Connor, N. C., Dr. Fuller, Mich., Prof. Lindley, Ind. and by representatives of societies 
who can contribute from their own experiences. 


It has been decided to ask for no contributions for 1917, but Dr. Buck’s committee 
will work out details of a plan for 1918, and contributions already made will apply to 
next year. Some of the questions are, should societies or agencies with merely nominal 
memberships contribute at the same rate as those with all active members? Should 
societies already contributing to a state federation contribute again? Should each 
contributing society have the same vote, despite differing amounts of contribution ? 


The whole plan of financial support is voluntary, indicating a desire to keep up the 
Conference and go on to larger activities, and giving evidence of a community of interest 
between the five hundred historical societies and agencies of the country. There has 
been a gratifying interest shown and it is hoped that at least 50 or 60 public-spirited 
and far-sighted societies will respond financially at the beginning, for the furtherance of 
general interests -of historical societies. Any suggestion on finance should be sent to 
Dr. S. J. Buck, St. Paul, Minnesota.
